GARDEN, can BEES, ETC. 
TROPEOLUM SPECIOSUM. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly /rish 
J'mmes, the Garden Correspondent says :— 
This lovely climbing pliant, commonly known 

as the flame flower, should be exten- 
sively cultivated, as the long slender 
wreaths of compact foliage, bedecked 
during the summer and autumn months 
with innumerable scarlet flowers, render 
it at once the most unique and fascinat- 
ing of hardy trailing plants. To do it 
justice, a position that is moderately 
cool in hot weather should be selected, 
such as is found at the foot. of an east 
wall, or where the full force of the sun 
is not felt throughout the whole day. A 
compost of fresh loam, enriched with 
well-decomposed manure, leaf mould and 
sufficient sand to make a free rooting 
medium for, the tubers, should be pre- 
pared and added to the natural soil, or 
used to replace it if considered too poor.

to 1933, stating that the accounts had been 
prepared from the company’s books, and 
certifying them to be correct. 
alleged that for several years Thomas A. 


Hill; a clerk employed in the plaintiff's firm, 


| had been misappropriating moneys received 


by him for the firm, and that he continued 
to do so over the years covered’ by the 
certified accounts of the defendants. 

_ The defendants pleaded that they were 
instructed to prepare accounts solely for the 
purpose of rendering returns of the firm’s 
profits for income-tax purposes; that no bank 
books or accounts were available to them, 
and that they had no duty to verify the 
entries in the books produced to them by 
Mr. Fetherstonhaugh. 

Mr. Jellett; K.C., Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, 
K.C., and Mr. Poole (instructed by Messrs. 
S. 8. and E. Reeves and Sons) appeared 
for the plaintiff; and Mr. Frank FitzGibbon, 
K.C., Mr. Phelps, K.C., and Mr. Monks 
(instructed by Messrs, Hayes and Sons) for 
the defendants. 


PROFIT AND LOSS 


ACCOUNTS 


John Sedgwick, of J. Sedgwick and Son, 
chartered accountants, who examined the 
books and accounts of the plaintiff’s firm 
after the death of Mr. Fetherstonhaugh in 
1934, stated, in cross-examination by Mr. 
FitzGibbon, that he prepared profit and loss 
accounts for the plaintiff’s firm for 1932 and 
1933, and that, with the exception of a 
couple of items, his profit and loss accounts 
agreed with those of the defendants for those 
years. | 

Mr. FitzGibbon—Apart from those two 
items and one or two petty details, the profit 
which they showed was correct, according to 
your account ?—Yes. 

Do you agree that there is nothing in your 
profit and Íoss account which indicates. the 
fact of Hill’s defalcations ?—Nothing. 

And, in fact, in both those years had not 
Hill purloined rents belonging to clients to 
about £500 in each year ?— Yes. 

Were you not employed to investigate the 
affairs of this concern on behalf of Mr. 
Vanston, the incoming partener?—No, we 
were employed to carry on an audit in suc- 
cession to Stokes Bros. and Pim. 

Further questioned, witness said that 
subsequently vee were instructed to in- 
vestigate the full affairs of plaintiff’s firm. 
They were employed to make up the accounts 
for the year ending April, 1934, which they 
see would show the position of the old 
partnership. They were employed to carry 
out an audit in the full and ordinary sense, 
and there was no restriction put upon them. 

Mr. FitzGibbon—Was not the position that 
you went on nagging at Hill until October 
to try to get him to write up the books— 
until Hill mysteriously disappeared’—I was 
trying to hurry him on. 

Would not the costs furnished book and 
the payments book, provided they were fully 
and correctly entered up, contain all the mate- 
rial necessary for an income tax return!— 
They would show the correct profit. 


RECORD OF RENTS 


Further cross-examined the witness stated 
that when he got at the cash receipts book 
there were certain. entries in it of moneys 
received in rent collections on. behalf of 
clients, but it was subsequently discovered 
that the book did not in fact contain all the 
rents that had been paid to Hill. ; 

Mr. FitzGibbon—Do you agree that Hill 
had only enterec a portion of the rents he had 
Bail in the cash book, prior to the book 
having been written up for vou ?—Quite true, 

Witness agreed that for some time after he 
had begur ms investigations no suspicion was 
enterta’ued. Hill had been many years with 
the firm, and it was presumed that he was 
regarded as trustworthy When the defalca- 
tions were discovered his firm had actually 
to interview some persons who had made pay- 
ments. in order to clear up matters. He 
agreed that it was one of the most difficult 
defalcation cases he had handled. 

The defalcations, said the witness, were 
discovered early in the examination of the 
books, which for months they were trying 
to get Hill to write up. New clients. were 
introduced to the firm in 1932, and only for 
this fresh source of income the defalcations 
must have been discovered earlier when 
clients were looking for their money. 

Mr. Jellett—If you were instructed as an 
accountant to prepare for the purpose of 
income tax an account of income and ex- 
penditure for a firm of solicitors, would you 
deem it necessary to check the figures on 


-the receipt side ?—Yes, T would consider such 


a test necessary. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—In giving a certificate 
in the circumstances of the present case, 
where the figures were given to you by a 
client, what form would it take?—I would 
make it clear that I did not verify the items 
in it. 

Mr. John Mackie, chartered accountant, 
said that in the purely mechanical process of 
extracting figures from certain books, with- 


out checking them, as had happened in this 


ease, the accountant should not have sub- 
mitted a statement in the form of a profit 
and joss account. He should point out that 


‘no attempt had been made to vouch or 


verify the figures. It would also be the 
accountant’s duty to suggest an improvement 
in the system of book-keeping if this was 
required, and if this was not done, he should 
refuse to proceed. 


ENTRIES CEASED 


In 1931 the defendants actually suggested, 
said the witness, that certain books should 
be kept, and they made the first entries in 
them and showed Hill how to carry on the 
system, which was a proper one. e entries 
went on for a couple of months and then 
ceased. This should have put the defendants 
on inquiry, especially as at this time they 
knew that Hill was both book-keeper and 
cashier, a very undesirable combination of 
positions. 

The witness further said that he made no 
difference between a statement prepared for 
the revenue authorities and one for the pro- 

rietor of a firm. All the certificates issued 

y the defendants in the present case were 
defective because they did not disclose the 
defaleations that the partners would have to 

ood. 
oeceranmined by Mr. FitzGibbon, the 
witness said that even when a client gave the 
figures, and certain books, it was necessary 
for the accountant to check the figures. 

Mr. FitzGibbon—To spy on his own client? 
—To save his client from making a fool of

It was 
admitted that the operations of auditing and 
preparing accounts were wholly different. If 
the defendants were striking a balance sheet 
to find out what was the aes 2c position, 
then it would have been essential to ascertain 
what the firm owed their clients, 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Do you say that this 
was mu accountancy ? 

Mr. FitzGibbon—Yes, accountancy for one 
particular purpose—to render to the revenue 
a true and correct account of the firm’s 
Income for the year. 

Continuing, Mr. FitzGibbon said that the 
whole business of the defendants’ employment 
originated in the difficulty which Mr. Fether- 
stonhaugh had in rendering his own income 
tax return. The defendants’ certificate was 
a qualified one that their account purported 
to show only what the books arene and 
when they were certifying a profit and loss 
account they did not mean books that had no 
relevancy to such an account, 

Mr. Sedgwick, he said, had a very 
different duty when he went in in 1934 to 
audit the accounts of the firm. Mr. Sedgwick’s 
position was that he would have committed 
@ gross breach of duty to Mr. Vanston if he 
had certified as to what the assets of the firm 
were without investigating the rentals.

WATERFORD FARM 
RATES 


TO DECIDE OUESTION OF 
OCCUPATION

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH AND 


MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 
William E. Barry, o. Elton, Knocklong, 


Co. Limerick, appealed from an order of 
Judge McElligott at Limerick Circuit Court 
ordering him to pay to Waterford County 
Council a sum of #33 Ils. 7d., being the 
amount assessed as poor rates on his farm at 
Garranbaun, Co. Waterford, for the years 
1935-54 and 1934-35. 

The appeal was based on the grounds that 
the Circuit Court judge was wrong in law in 
holding that the appellant was at the material 
time in occupation of the lands and buildings 
in respect of which the rates sued for were 
made; that the finding or inference of fact 


that the appellant was in occupation of the 
lands was against the weight of evidence; 
and that, even if the appellant was in law 
the occupier of the lands, his non-occupation 
of the buildings invalidated the rates. 

Mr. W. O’B. Fitzgerald (instructed by Mr. 
J. J. Power), for the appellant, said that 
the appellant’s case in the Circuit Court was 
that he did not live on the farm and that 
he had never enjoyed the use and occupation 
of the lands and residence. There was some 
trouble between himself and his brother, and 
the suggestion was that the lands were 
boycotted. 


“ REVOLUTIONARY ” 


Mr. Justice Johnston—If this appeal suc- 
ceeds it will be revolutionary. It will de- 
prive rating authorities of twenty-five per 
cent. of their rateable heriditaments in the 
country. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said that the farm originally 
belonged to appellant’s brother. When the 
latter failed to pay rent for nine years the 
Land Commission sold it to the Bank of Ire- 
land, from whom appellant obtained it in 
1928. Appellant saved the hay in 1929 and 
sold it pressed to a buyer in Cardiff. When 
it was reardy to ship he could not get any- 
body to take it off the land and it rotted. 
The following year the same thing occurred. 
In 1932 he let the meadowing for £12, but 
since then he had derived no profit from 
the farm. He offered it for sale by auction, 
but did not get a buyer. The land was now 
derelict ; was being trespassed on; the fences 
were broken down; the residence was 
wrecked, as the door was wide open and the 
windows pulled out. The appellant had ad- 
mitted driving trespassers off the land, but, 
Mr. Fitzgerald suggested, that was not ew- 
dence of occupation. He submitted that the 
whole case turned on whether the appellant 
was in use, occupation and enjoyment of the 
lands, and he cited authorities in support of 
his contention that if he was not in such 
occupation he could not be held liable for the 
rates. 

The Court remitted the case to the Circuit 
Court for the determination of the question 
whether the appellant was in actual occupa- 
tion of the laa within the meaning of the 
Poor Law (Ireland) Act and the Valuation

The business included a report on the 
progress of the joint campaign for women 
police in the Free State. Reports had been 
received from London, Glasgow and other 
centres showing the successful work of 
women police, 

Reports of the recent Brussels Peace Con- 
gress were given by Miss Montgomery 
(Belfast) and Mrs, Sheehy-Skeffington, who 
had attended as delegates. A tribute was 
paid to M. Pierre Cot and Lord Cecil, who 
initiated this Congress, which numbered 
6,000 delegates from thirty-five countries. it 
was the first world congress at which all 
phases of the peace movement found expres- 
sion, and there was a strong representation 
of the peasantry of Central Europe, where 
there was, in spite of all rumours of wars, a 
strong and increasing desire for peace. - 

One of the lectures dealt with poison gas 
from the scientific point of view, and proved 
that there was no adequate protection pos-

LORD NUFFIELD AND AIR 
‘ SHADOW '' SCHEME

MINISTRY'S STATEMENT 


The Air Ministry yesterday replied to 
statements which have been made in 
connection with Lord Nuffield’s decision 
to withdraw the Wolseley Motor Company, 
Ltd., from the Ministry’s ‘ EE His ” 
scheme. 

The Ministry states that at no time was 
there any question of Morris Motors being 
brought into the “ shadow ’’ 
the production of air engines for the Royal 
Air Force expansion. 

It had been suggested that Lord Nuffield 
objected to the working of the Govern- 
ment’s contract system, contending that 
there was no premium for efficiency. The 
Ministry, however, state that in the 
“shadow ” scheme there was always a 
continued incentive. There was a manage- 
ment fee, which would include a payment 
for aircraft engines, and an arrangement 
for a bonus on savings at a certain stage. 

The general arrangement was that the 
firms should fix temporarily a basic price 
for the first batches, and then, if it was 
found that the firms could make the air- 
craft or engines cheaper than that price, 
the firms should share in the savings 
equally with the taxpayer. In other words, 
there was no question of there being an 
ascertained cost, plus a profit, except pro- 
bably in the case of the earlier batches. 

This arrangement mi egually to the 

contract system which has been decided 
on with the ordinary member of the air- 
craft industry. 
It had also been suggested that Lord 
Nuffield objected to the inspection of books. 
The Air Ministry has heard no suggestion 
that either the Wolseley Motor Company 
or Wolseley Aero Engines, Ltd., had any 
objection to the system for regular inspec- 
tion of books. The books kept by the firm 
in connection with these contracts are 
separate from their ordinary business 
books, and are open to Government inspec- 
tion every month. | 
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Lord Nufheld last night told a reporter 
that he has decided to make public the 
circumstances oí his withdrawal from the 
Government's aircraft industries scheme. 

‘“‘I am going to make a full statement 
on Friday,’’ he said. ‘‘ The Air Ministry 
have had their say, and I have something 
to say on the other side.” ‘‘ Eefore I can 
say anything at all, I must go carefully 
into all the details. I shall have to 
examine all the letters and papers relating 
to the matter.’’ 

“It is a national matter,” he added,

NEED FOR DESIGNS 


The trade in the Free State needs exclusive 
designs and a greater variety of patterns 
for the Irish manufacturers, who hight have 
done more to meet the trade requirements 
under the new conditions. The Dublin far. 
niture firms generally prefer to have the ser- 
vices of the smaller manufacturer, from whom 
they secure a high standard of craftsman- 
ship in the copying of designs, and ensure 
that the pattern is exclusive to the pur- 
chasing firm. 

There have been complaints of lack of 
finish, both in regard to home-produced and 
imported furniture, but more so in regard to 
the home-produced article. 

Although it has opened new fields of trade. 
and has tended to increase sales, the hir 
purchase system, while having no effect on 
credit, may not be for the good of the 
country in the end.

Sirn,—The League for Social Justice de- 
serves great commendation for their letter 
in to-day’s issue of your paper. I would 
like to know more of their aims and 
activities. 

They have touched the very kernel of the 
slum problem. The two great scourges in 
our midst to day—slums and unemployment 
—are the result of money shortage. In this 
country we have natural wealth in 
abundance—undeveloped resources and un- 
distributed goods. We have labour in 
abundance; at present, alas! unwanted 
labour. But money, which is the medium 
for developing our resources, distributing our 
goods, and utilising our labour, is outside 
our control. The Currency Commission 
supplies a certain amount. The rest we must 
borrow at heavy interest. 

{f the slum evil is to be cured, unemploy- 
ment must end. Men must get a decent 
living under Christian conditions. This will 
never be until the Government of the Irish 
people undertakes to see that the issue of 
money is sufficient to distribute the plenty 
that is in the country. In other words, 
until the flow of our money is regulated, not 
by the possession of British securities, but 
by the more valuable possession of the 
natural wealth and resources of our own

THE CENSORSHIP 


TO TH”. EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Siz,—A horrible thing has happened in our 
midst. An offence of tne utmost gravity has 
been committed against the human spirit in 
the banning of Sean O'Faolain s book. -1 am 
not “in touch with the author, nor does he 
know that I am -writing this, impelled by 
admiration for his creative art and horror at 
the thought of there being persons in office 
under the Government, and wielding official 

wers, who to strike a blow at the heart of 
reland—for that is our charge—would 
pretend that this book can justly be classified 
with the things which are obscene. 

Pretence it is. If it were not so, our situa- 
tion would be worse; for then it would be 
that rsons of unhealthy mind—I mean 
anise unhealthy—were in control, which is 
not for a moment to be believed. If anyone 
holds that “ Bird Alone” is to be classed, 
for its treatment of sex, with the writings 
which make an appeal by filthiness, he is 
suffering from a mind diseased. I have 
reason to believe that there are such, and 
feel convinced that none such are on the 
Censorship Beard. A mistake has been made 
—let us call it a mistake—and a very grave 
injustice has been done. The grounds of the 
banning of this book seem to me perfectly 
clear, and it is a perfectly clear case, and a 
very grave case, of powers given to officials 
for one purpose being utilised by them for 
another purpose, as Í shall explain, if you 
will adow me. . 

I applaud Miss Teresa Deevy's statement 
(Jrish Times of 19th inst.) of conviction that 
the book is good and not bad, with which I 
heartily concur. Yet I venture te suggest 
that any demand that the Board should be 
responsible to inform the public more pre- 
cisely of the grounds of its decision in any 
particular case is unhelpful, situated as we 
are, because it is a demand which has no 
chance at all of being complied with. The 
Board cannot but function behind closed 
doors, and it is this very fact which makes 
it all-important that they should acquire a 
higher sense of responsibility, or that there 
should be someone to whom appeal could be 
made from their decisions 

It is natural to adduce the film censorship, 
with its board of appeal, as analogous, but 
reflection will show that there are such great 
differences between the two cases that the 
plan which works all right in the one would 
not serve for the other. I should like to offer 
suggestions in the direction of reform, but I 
do not know that anybody wants any sugges- 
tions. There cannot be reform without first 
acceptance of the principle of the censorship. 
I have approved of the principle ali along, 
for specific reasons rooted in history and 
political geography, but that is neither here 
nor there. All that matters is this—that hos- 
tility to a Government institution when there 
is no chance of changing the Government's 
mind nor any political Opposition to address 
oneself to only leads one into the wilderness 
and thwarts reform. | 

Meauwhile here is “Bird Alone,’’ the 
banned book, so Irish that iis market ought 
to be partly Irish, full of local colour in iis 
Jcvely description, full of national idiom of 
thought and of speech. The writer has high 
qualities of style and high distinction of 
creative imagination.

WORLD PEACE AND 
ITS PROBLEMS 


FRAULEIN MOLL’'S 
ADDRESS 


The opportunities that exist in Europe to- 
day for those who desire to work in the 


Friulein Marie Luise Moll, of Vienna, in an 
address on ‘‘ Europe—Crisis and Oppór- 
tunity,”” given last night in the Friends’ 
Meeting House, Eustace street, Dublin. 

Friulein Moll, a world traveller and a keen 
student of international politics, is to deliver 
a number of lectures on various phases of 
European affairs in different parts of Ireland, 
To-day she will address the League of 
Nations Union at the Country Shop, St. 
Stephen's Green. 

Last night she told a large audience that 
the crisis in Europe at the present moment 
was so big that; one’ hardly dared talk about 
it. Changes followed one another so rapidly 
from day to day that it was difficult to follow 
the trend of developments, and there was 
always the danger that words uttered in 
public might aggravate the situation, 

The crisis in Europe did not only work out 
in a political and economic way; for religion 
was being brought into it even more 
prominently, and the difficulties were being 
rendered even more complicated on account 
of the tendency towards a class-war basis, 
brought about by the new “‘ religions '— 
Fascism, Communism, etc. 

The lecturer traced the changes that forms 
of government had undergone throngh 
Fascism and Socialism since the Treaty of 
Versailles, and the various alignments of 
nations. 


THE SPEARHEAD 


Spain, she declared, was the spearhead of 
the present crisis in Europe, and it might 
easily be that Spain would determine the 
fate of the Continent. ‘‘ Spain will probably 
bring things to a head,” she added. — 

In regard to the opportunities which pre- 

sented themselves to those who desired to 
work in the interests of peace, Fraulein Moll 
pointed to the frustration of the attempt | 
to exclude the Abyssinian delegates from 
their seats at the League of Nations. The 
league, she thought, was beginning to recall 
its original task to mind. 
' She dwelt on the alignment of currency 
and the work of disarmament as factors in 
the assurance of a staple peace, and. said 
that Spain showe. the need. the urgent need, 
for international supervision of the arms 
‘pade. The renewal of the Locarno Treaty- 
which depended very much on the Gernian 
and Italian answers—-with the East brought 
in, would be an asset. : 

There was, she concluded, a tremendous 
will íor peace among the peoples of Europe— 
among the ordinary people,

ANCIENT DUNGEONS 
USED AGAIN 
“CUSTOMERS'” REVENGE 
ON “ DOPE GANG” 
From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT, ' 

BELGRADE, Monday. 


A mysterious message to the Yugo-Slav 
Police, telling them to ‘ search the 
dungeons of the old castle,” led to the 
discovery of a big international organisa- 
tion dealing in illicit drugs, and the pro- 
bability of arrests in three European 
countries. 

The message led the police to visit an 
old castle in the mountains near Ljabljana. 
There they found in the deep, dark 
dungeons a gang of smugglers, bound hand 
and foot, and securely gagged. “ 

Their story is that they had been 
supplying a trader in illicit drugs with 
cocaine; but they had _ substituted 
bicarbonate of soda for the required drug, 
and the trader had planned a horrible 
revenge. He could not sue them for the 
return of the money he had paid them for 
cocaine. So he got together a number of 
his clients, all furious because they had 
been deprived of their supplies of 
“ dope,” and they lay in wait for the 
smugglers. They seized them, tied them 
up, and drove them off in a motor car to 
the ancient castle. 

“ There you can Trot,” the trader and 
his friends told the smugglers when they 
had been flung into the dungeon, “‘ until,” 
the trader added with an ugly laugh, “ you 
return the money.”’ 

And there they would have slowly, but 
surely, died had not some unknown 
informer sent a message to the police.

nection for general use was established 

between Berlin and Vienna on Decem- 
ber 1, 1927. In course of time the German 
Reichspost constructea its own network of 
telegraphic lines ‘o develop the transmission 
oí telephotographic pictures within Germany. 
Ít also took an important part in the de- 
velopment of a general European telephoto- 
graphic system for circuit use. 

At the same time, Germany took up the 
laying of telephotographic connections with 
several countries outside of Europe, such as 
the United States, Argentine Republic, Siam 
and the Dutch East Indies. In these latter 
lines of communication, the pictures are 
transmitted by wireless, The first overseas 
line to be opened for rublic use was between 
Aires and commenced 
operations in June, 1920, To-day, Germany 
controls a telephotographic network with a 
great number of branch lines, and ineluding 
five public telephotographic stations in 
Berlin, Breslau, Frankfort-a-M., Cologne and 
Munich, which not only can transmit and 
receive pictures cmong themselves, but are 
connected with 20 other European stations and 
5 oversea stations. In addition to the above, 
there are in Germany two important private 
telephotographic stations under the direction 
of the leading newspapers of Berlin and 
Hamburg. These private stations are per- 
mitted to transmit to one another, to private 
stations abroad, and to the public stations of 
Germany and the European countries outside 
Germany. 


NETWORK OF LINES - 


The telephotographic network of lines run- 
ning out of Germany, or with which that 
country has established contact, has by no 
means yet reached a stage of completion. On 
August 1, 1936, Czechoslovakia established 
connection with this network system, while 
the experiments in transmission which are 
now going on between Berlin and Tokio 
justify the hope that in a short time tele- 
photographic communication between (Get: 
many and Japan will be regularly estab- 
lished. 

The desire to be able to transmit pictures 
to distant points by telegraph dates back 
almost to the beginnings of telegraphic news 
despatches. 

In order, however, to produce a good, reli- 
able and quick-acting telephotographic in. 
strument, it was necessary to make many ex- 
periments of a  thoroughgoing scientific 
nature. Among the first to achieve success 
in the construction of an apparatus of this 
kind was the firm of Siemens and Halske. 
This concern was soon able to turn out a 
telephotographic device which, n account of 
its excellent efficiency, soon became famous 
the world over. This apparatus was im- 
mediately adopted by the German Postal De- 
partment for its telephotographic service, and 
as its technical improvement has continued 
to keep pace with the increased demands put 
upon it, it now satisfies everv requirement 
for which it was intended, The telegraphic 
transmission of a picture is ticked off line 
hy line on a spiral cone, the screen impres- 
sions of the picture baing so minute as hardly 
to be recognised. Due to this very fineness, 
every detail of the picture 1s -ecorded and 
reproduced with the greatest accuracy. ' 


MOVABLE APPARATUS 


In co-operation with the German Postal 
Department, Siemens and Halske have also 
put out a movable telephotographic sending 
instrument, which can now through the 
Postal authorities be set up and used any- 
where where there is no regular sending 
station. In spite of its limited sphere of 
action, this movable apparatus is capable ol 
sending and receiving just as good pictures 
as the larger Siemens machine, The mam 
fold arrangements in the way of pertfecting 
telephotographic equipment and service now 
being undertaken by the German Pe:chspost 
tor the transmission of pictures at moderate 
charges, not only in Germany but throughout 
Europe and the rest of the world, give rise 
to the expectation that telephotography will 
continue to increase in general pvupularity

‘‘ Cinema-therapy ’’—~ treatment with 
the aid of films—applied to patients suffer- 
ing from nervous and mental disorders is 
the latest development in scientific re- 
search here. 

A special cinema studio is being built at 
the Psychiatric Hospital at Podolsk, near 
Moscow. 

Experiments have shown that under the 
influence of the quiet rhythm of a film 
epileptics become calm and feel well for 
some: days afterwards. 

Violent mental cases, after seeing a 
light comedy, are also affected in the same 
way. 

Experiments in hypnosis from the screen 
are of particular interest. The demonstra- 
tion of a film showing the treatment. of 
alcoholism by hypnosis clearly showed 
that alcoholics present in the audience 
easily fall into a hypnotic state.

“ My Dear Attlee,—I have to-day con- 
sulted my colleagues about the request con- 
veyed by your letter to me of October 19, 
that Parliament should be summoned im 
mediately to consider the situation in 
Spain. 

“The Government’s main concern has 
been to see that events in Spain do not 
involve hostilities over a wider area. 
With that object in view, they supported 
the initiative of the French Government 
in setting up an International Committee. 
That Committee is even now, as you 
mentioned in your letter, engaged in the 
work of investigating certain allegations 
which have been made. 

“The Government are determined not 
only to carry out! loyally their own under- 
taking, but also to promote in every way 
possible the execution of the terms ofethe 
Agreement. 

“- I do not see that the work of the Com. 
mittee will be materially assisted, or that 
the main object which the Government has 
in view—namely, the limitation of the 
conflict to Spain—will be vitally affected 
by the summoning of Parliament, at the 
most, four or five days earlier than it is 
due to meet. 

“For these reasons I do not think ‘t 
desirable to request Mr. Speaker to 
summon Parliament earlier than October 

“ At the same time, I appreciate your 
desire to have an early discussion, and I 
would be prepared to arrange that a 
debate on the situation in Spain should 
take place on the day on which Parliament 
re-assembles—namely, October 29.

(signed) Stanley Baldwin.’’ 
EFFECT OF CONCESSION 


If the Labour Opposition accepts the 
Government's offer of Thursday, October 
29, for a full-dress debate on the Spanish 
situation, the prorogation ceremony may 
have to be postponed to the following day. 

The Cabinet meeting which considered 
the matter lasted an hour and three- 
quarters. Mr. Baldwin presided and sub- 
mitted Mr. Attlee’s letter. Mr. Anthony 
Eden (Foreign Secretary), who has been 
occupied with the  non-intervention 
problem for some weeks, was among the 
Ministers present. The Cabinet’s decision 
was a foregone conclusion. 


DISORDER IN EAST EN D 


Another matter that came before the 
Cabinet meeting was the question of 
possible action in regard to the disturb- 
ances arising out of Fascist demonstrations 
in the East End of London. The expecta- 
tion that the Government will take action 
in the matter has been strengthened by 
the Home Office statement that the 
Government is giving the subject imme- 
diate and careful consideration, and fore- 
shadowing an announcement of the 
Government's intentions in the Commons. 


LABOUR MAY CHANGE ITS 
ATTITUDE 


A hint that Labour may modify its 
policy in regard to non-intervention in 
Spain was given in a statement issued 
after yesterday 's meeting of the National 
Council of Labour. It was announced 
that the Council had decided to ask for 
an urgent International Labour and Trade 
Union meeting in Paris to reconsider the 
whole position of non-intervention “ in the 
light of the violations of the agreement.” 

A joint meeting of the three National 
Labour Committees will be held next 
Wednesday to receive their delegates’ re- 

rt on the Paris discussions. 

The British Labour and trade union 
leaders have not yet decided definitely to 
reverse their policy, but the Paris Con- 
ference may lead them to do so. The 
Council, the statement. announced, was 
‘‘ynanimous regarding the one-sided 
observance of the non-intervention agree- 
ment, and the serious injury which viola- 
tion inflicted upon the constitutional 
Government of Spain.’’ 

The National Council of Labour is draft- 
ing a letter to Mr. Eden, which probably 
will be despatched to-day. —

Few industrial romances of recent years 
have been more striking than that of 
Canadian mining. In various parts of the 
country old claims are being re-opened and 
virgin soil penetrated, with the reeult that 
new townships are opeming up almost in a 
night.

Orsborne, who is 38, and his brother, 
James (31), pleaded not guilty to stealing 
the Girl tab a Grimsby trawler. The 
case—this was the third day of the hear- 
ing—is being heard before Mr. Justice 
Singleton. 

When they arrived at Georgetown, 
British Guiana, said Skipper Orsborne, 
where they were arrested, the Girl Pat 
was in a far better condition than when 
they left Grimsby. 


NO CONCEALMENT 


Orsborne described the voyage of the 
ship after she left Corcubion. After call- 
ing at Port Etienne, he said, she ran on 
some sand banks, and it was three or four 
days before they could get off. 

Mr. Christmas Humphreys (defending) 
—If you had wanted to abandon the ship, 
there would have been no difficulty about 
doing it there ?—It could have been easily 
done. 

At Dakar no concealment was made that 
the ship was the Girl Pat. Stone, one of 
the crew, was left behind there, and they 
had about twenty-four hours’ stores and 
water for eight days. It took them six- 
teen days, however, to reach the other 
side of the Atlantic. 

When they arrived at Georgetown they 
lay at anchor all night, and in the morn- 
ing made straight for the harbour. 

‘* The Pomeroon—a river passenger boat 
—tried to come alongside, which was very 
dangerous,’ he said. “ There were thirty 
or forty armed black» poliemen or soldiers 
on board her. She smashed the ship's 
side in as they tried to board. Our oil 
ran out and we asked for a tow. We were

SMALL STATES’ FATE 


Italian diplomacy, the newspaper sug- 
gests, is attempting to explore the possi- 
bility of solving the differences between 
Italy on the one hand, and France and 
Britain on the other, at the expense of a 
division of the territories of small States.

It is believed here that the conversa- 
tions proceeding in Berlin between the 
Italian and German Foreign Ministers 
will result in a kind of ‘‘ Gentlemen’s 
Agreement ' regarding political collabora- 
tion on certain points.

Signor Virginio Gayda this evening 
refutes “ alarmist interpretations in the 
British Press.” “The Berlin meeting 
does not aim at creating blocs or at 
intimidatory gestures, but wishes to be an 
affirmation of peace,’’ he writes.

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CORK FACED WITH 
SUGAR FAMINE 


SUPPLIES HELD-UP AT 
DOCK

N EW moves with a view to bringing

ACTION IN CORK

at Penrose quay yesterday morning. 

The Transport Workers’ Union at first 
refused to permit the sugar to be un- 
loaded, but a consultation was held, and it 
was pointed out that it would be impos- 
sible to unload the boat for its sailing last 
night unless the sugar were removed, On 
the understanding that the sugar would be 
held in the Steam Packet Company's 
stores, and not delivered to the consignec, 
it was then agreed to discharge the cargo 
into the stores, and there the sugar 
remains. 


UNION’S ATTITUDE 


Later Mr. P. J. O’Brien, organiser, 
Irish Transport Workers’ Union, when 
asked if tis action would be taken in 
other ports, said that would be a matter 
for the union. “ But,” he added, ‘‘ every 
consignment of sugar which comes to Cork 
nóg meet the same fate as this morning's 
ot.’’ 

It is understood that only about a week 
or ten days’ supply of sugar remains avail. 
able to retailers in Cork City. Apparently 
such supplies as are in storage will not 
be delivered by the Transport Union 
members, including the two hundred tons’ 
consignment held up. yesterday morning, 
and, unless a settlement is effected, Cork 
may be without sugar next week.

RANCE’S obligations under her pact 

with Soviet Russia were the subject 

of a pointed question this evening during 

the appearance of M. Delbos, the French 

Foreign Minister, before the Foreign 
Affairs Committee of the Chamber. 

Asked what France's position would be 
if Russia retired from the agreement for 
non-intervention in Spain, M. Delbos 
said: ‘The Franco-Soviet pact only 
becomes operative if Russian territory 18 
attacked. For the moment there is‘ no 
question of it.” 

He pointed out also that the pact was 
within the framework of the League of 
Nations, and that any question of aggres- 
sion would have to be thrashed out. 

The assurance given by M. Delbos re- 
garding the Franco-Soviet pact was most 
emphatic, 

A member of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mission of the Chamber asked what would 
happen if Soviet Russia, having inter- 
vened in favour of Madrid or Barcelona, 
a dispute arose between the U.S.S.R. and 
a Central Power. 


IF MADRID FELL? 


After stating that the pact would not be 
operative if Russian territory were not 
attacked, M. Delbos, in reply to a further 
question by M. Flandin, added that each 
of the contracting parties retained its 
liberty to determine exactly what consti- 
tuted aggression. Thus eventual assist- 
ance was by no means automatic. 

Answering further queries as to’ what 
might happen if Madrid fell and an appeal 
for assistance were addressed to France 
by Catalonia, M. Delbos declared that 
France would do nothing without dis- 
cussing the matter with Britain and the 
Powers that had adhered to the Committee 
for Non-Intervention. 

Following an exposition of the Spanish 
situation, M. Delbos reaffirmed France's 
standpoint of absolute non-intervention. 


BELGIUM—A REVELATION 


As regards Belgium, M. Delbos said that 
Belgian policy had not in fact changed. 
He revealed that after the speech by King 
Leopold, M. Van Zeeland, the Belgian 
Prime Minister, rang up Paris to say that 
it made no difference to Belgium’s externa! 
policy, and had been made laigely for 
internal reasons. The mobiltsation plans 
and military staff questions were un- 
changed. 

Reuter understands that no move wil] be 
made by France in the matter until 
answers are received from Belgium to the 
questions put to it by France and Britain. 

An official communique issued after the 
meeting states that M. Delbos made it 
clear that ‘‘ nothing in Belgium’s under- 
takings is modified for the present. 
Belgium remains loyal to the League, and 
considers herself still bound by Locarno 
and recent agreements with London until 
the conclusion of a new pact in place of 
Locarno, .'

BILL TO. BE IN IRISH? 


By Oung POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


‘The new session of the Dail, which opens 
a week from next Wednesday, promises 
to be of unusual importance. Interest 
will, of course, centre in the new Constitu- 
tion .which President de Valera has 
indicated his intention to introduce; and 
after that there will be a general election. 

As to the precise dates when these events 
will occur there is no authoritative in- 
formation. I have already outlined reasons 
for the belief that the President plans to 
have his Constitution through the Dail by 
Christmas, and that it will be submitted 
to the electorate in the end of January 
or the first weeks of February, and I see 
no necessity to alter this view. 

The Constitution will undoubtedly be a 
very heavy legislative item. If it is 
introduced, as expected, in the first week 
of the new session, and assuming that the 
text of the bill is ready|for distribution 
to deputies in the succeeding week—and 
this is a big assumption—the second stage 
might be taken about the 18th November. 
How long this debate will last will 
naturally depend on the amount of dis- 
cussion the Opposition are disposed to 
devote to it In any case, the second 
stage should be finished by the end of the 


month. 
THE COMMITTEE STAGE 


The Committee stage would present a 
different proposition. Remembering the 
big issues which the Constitution will 
involve—the position of the Free og in 
relation to the Commonwealth ; the| place 
which the Crown will occupy; the aboli- 
tion of the Governor-Generalship; the 
setting up of a new functionary as the 
supreme head of the State; and probably 
a new Second Chamber—there will be a 
vast field for amendments. If the Opposi- 
tion take advantage of the opportunities 
thus afforded them, the Committee stage 
would occupy not weeks. but months. 
Their attitude will, of course, largely 
depend on the nature of the scheme which 
the President proposes. This will be 
known only when the text of the measure 
is circulated. 

In this connection an interesting rumour 
has been in circulation in certain quarters 
which are likely to be informed. This 1s 
to tl») effect that the Constitution Bill will 
be in the Irish language. The usual pro- 
cedure is for a bill to be circulated in 
English, and when it has passed through 
all its stages in the House and has been 
signed by the Governor-General it is pub- 
lished in statute form with, an Irish 
translation. In this case if would seem 
that the Irish drait is to be the main one. 
It is not clear whether it is intended that 
amendments wil! have to be proposed in 
Irish. It would, of course, be preposterous 
if the text were exclusively in Irish, ‘since 
only a very small proportion of the 
deputies would be able to understand it, 
and still fewer would be able to formulate 
intelligible amendments. If the rumour is 
correct and that the suggested gesture 
towards the language enthusiasts is made 
the ‘Irish text will probably be accom- 
panied by an English version. 


GUARDED SECRETS 


What surprises may be in store for the 
country when the terms of the new Con- 
stitution are disclosed cannot now be sug- 
gested. These are naturally closely 
guarded secrets. President de Valera has 
himself in various publi¢ utterances out- 
lined certain changes which he considers 
necessary, such as the abclition of the 
office of the Governor-General and the 
setting up of a supreme head of the State. 
The one point on which information is 
most eagerly awaited, and the one regard. 
ing which nothing definite is known is as. 
to the future relations of the country with 
the Commonwealth of. Nations. 

Certain well-informed persons are con- 
fident that in this respect President de 
Valera will introduce in the new Constitu- 
tion his original scheme for an alternativo 
to the ‘iv'reaty of 1922. At the moment 
these proposals are of outstanding interest, 
even though they may not find their way 
en bloc into the new scheme. They are 
to be found in what is commonly referred 
to as “‘ Document No. 2.” It appears that 
there have been ‘‘ spurious “” versions of 
this document, but the following extracts 


which is vouched for by Mr. de Valera 
himself. 


“ TERMS OF ASSOCIATION ” 


These are the “ Terms of Association ’’ 
as proposed by him:— _ : 
‘“* That for the purposes of common 
concern Ireland shall be associated 
with the States of the British 
(‘ommonwealth—viz., the Kingdom of 
Great Britain, thé Dominion of. 
Canada, the Commonwealth of Aus- 
tralia, the Dominion of New Zealand, 
and the Union of South Africa. 

“That, when acting as an associate, 
the rights, status and privileges of 
Ireland shall be in no respect less 
than those enjoyed by any of the com- 
ponent States of the British Common- 
wealth, 

“That the matters of ‘ common 
concern ’ shall include defence, peace 
and war, political treaties, and all 

matters now treated as of common 
concern amongst the States of the 
British Commonwealth, and that in 
these matters there shall be between 
Ireland and the States of the British 
Commonwealth ‘such concerted action 
founded on consultation as the several 
vernments may determine.’ 

“That, in virtue of this associa- 
tion of Ireland with the States of the 
British Commonwealth, citizens of 
Ireland in any of these States shall

“ That, so far as her resources 
permit, Ireland shall provide for her 
own defence by sea, lond and air, and 
shall repel by force any attempt by a 
foreign Power to violate the integrity 
of her soil and territorial waters, or 
to use them for any purpose hostile 
to Great Britain and the other asso- 
ciated States.”’

The influences of that extraordinary 
woman, George Sand (Madame Dudevant), 
who inspired two of the greatest personalities 
of the 19th century—Chopin and Alfred de

When she 
met Chopin and de Musset they both 
appealed to her temperament, though she 
could not love either of them completely, 
being more in leve with love than with any 
man.

century, an aristocrat and man of refine- 
ment, who, though strongly conscious of his 
Polish nationality, was imbued with the 
spirit of France. 

At Majorca the primitive life appealed to 
Chopin at first, but he was unlucky in that 
his arrival coincided with the wet season, 
and, being a consumptive, he became fretful 
and nervous about his health, eventually 
being compelled to take to his bed in a little 
monastery. He was nursed throughout by 
George Sand, who inspired him, despite his 
illness, to write his most wonderful works, 
including ‘‘ Raindrops Prelude’’—his_re- 
action to the patter of the rain on the 
windows of his prison island. 

Alfred de Musset, on the other hand, 
while feeling better towards Sand, wrote his 
most famous works through a desire of 
avenging himself on her. 

Other famous men influenced by the re- 
markable woman included Rubendarie, and 
the traditional poet, Alcover.

GERMAN MOTOR INDUSTRY | 


A small seasonal decline was noticeable in 
the German motor industry in August, both 
in production and turnover. In July, which 
was a record month, 45,650 cars were manu- 
factured and 45,567 delivered, whereas in 
August 43,081 were produced and 41,428 
sold. Foreign sales fell from 9.1 p.c. in 
July to 7.5 p.c. in August. Actually the 
number of private cars produced showed no 
great drop, and commercial vans and lorries 
even attained a new record, but there was 
a big decline in the manufacture of omni- 
uses, domestic sales dropping by as much 
as half, while. curiously enough, foreign sales 
rose by over 9 p.c.

destroy the saw-flics. The same may be said aa 
of the larch saw-fly, which in one year did bis 
damage to the extent of £20,000,000 in 
Eastern Canada alone, and the greenhouse 
white fly, on which four-winged Chalcid flies 
are being unleashed as a result of scientific 
discoveries. 

While in this country the Canadian and 
other delegates took the opportunity. of visit. 
ing research stations in Scotland, England, 
Ireland and Wales, and everywhere they were

In Canada’s view, the key to the further 
prospection of this work lies in complete 
agricultural research stations in all parts of 
the Empire, with facilities such as those al- 
ready established in England, for the inter- 
change of information and data.‘ By this Ma oi be 
means such workers will be enabled to profit Ba is sin 
in their own work by the labours of others.

The Canadians also looked into the pro-- 
spects of increasing the market for Canadian 
produce, and held discussions with British 
importers of fruit and bacon.
